• Spoke to local school about guidance for cheerleaders. 

• PHHS leadership spoke on the phone with a County Commissioner to plan agenda for next 

meeting.  

• Provided interview to a radio station regarding the announcement of recent vaccine trials.  

• Provided media interview to Columbia Tribune regarding the decision for local eating 

establishments to close, and how PHHS was not part of those closings. 

• Current new cases were reviewed for data to ascertain if there was a pattern in relation to the 

surge. 

• All guidance has been updated regarding CDC’s 24 hour cumulative exposure change. 

• A survey to non- profits was done to measure emerging needs and existing gaps.  

• On boarded a new case investigator.  

• Picked up a prescription and delivered to a pharmacy, the pharmacy delivered the medication to 

the individual who was in isolation/quarantine. 

• Delivered letter of release to an individual who was in PHHS provided isolation/quarantine living 

quarters. 

• Delivered cough medicine to individual in isolation/quarantine who was unable to meet the 

need on their own.  

• Arranged for lengthened stays as appropriate for individual in isolation/quarantine.  

• Approved Centralia middle school’s gym plan. 

• Environmental Health responded to and assigned staff to city/county complaints and inquiries. 

• Continued case and contact investigations.

As ESF-6 lead, City of Columbia Division of Human Services has organized five local funders (City, 

County, United Way, Community Foundation, and VU Foundation) in a collaborative called 

ComoHelps (http://comohelps.org). Through this collaborative we have consolidated financial 

donations for the COVID-19 response. Financial contributions are being routed to the Heart of 

Missouri United Way and the Community Foundation of Central Missouri. Nonprofit and 

governmental volunteer needs are posted, along with the opportunity for community members 

to sign up as unaffiliated volunteers for assignment as needed. 

 

ComoHelps also developed a single, joint application for nonprofits to submit requests for 

funding. This expedites access to support for nonprofits and allows us to coordinate funding 

used in response to the COVID-19 pandemic. The ComoHelps collaborative meets daily to review 

and prioritize requests and to allocate funding. The current focus is on funding services being 

provided in response to COVID-19. Requests for nonprofit sustainability are being referred to 

federal CARES Act programs and tabled for later consideration. Because this funding 

collaborative is so unique, ComoHelps have received grants from state and national foundations. 

 

The University of Missouri hosts a walk up clinic for COVID 19 testing to its MU Students 

beginning 8/24/2020. 

MU Healthcare hosts a drive thru COVID 19 testing site located at 115 Business Loop 70 W. The 

site hours of operation to Mon-Fri 8 AM to 7 PM, Saturday 8 AM to Noon, and closed on 

Sundays.  

Boone Hospital hosts a drive thru COVID 19 testing site. This site’s hours of operation are Mon-

Fri 8 AM-4:30 PM, and Saturdays 8 AM to Noon, closed on Sundays.
